ANSWERING MR. TAFT. 


Mr. Taft having asserted that demo­ 
cratic victory 
would 
mean “ an un­ 
yielding 
and 
uncompromising atti­ 
tude” with respect 
to 
the 
League, 
Governor Cox has issued a statement 
declaring that nothing of the sort is 
true. 
\\ hat he is after, the governor 
says, is “ to secure the earliest possible 
entrance into the League of Nations 
with the least possible delay and with 
the least possible reservations needed 
to accomplish that result.” 
He points 
out that the democratic platform per­ 
mits reservations 
which may clarify 
the covenant and reassure the people, 
and his own attitude is in accord with 
the platform. 
He will be ready, Gov­ 
ernor Cox says, to meet “ all reason­ 
able desires for proper reservations 
which are offered 
in 
sincerity” and 
which are not merely “trumped up for 
political purposes.” 
There should really be no need for 
this statement regarding his own pur­ 
poses because Governor Cox has al­ 
ready made them clear and because 
the platform itself is sufficiently ex­ 
plicit. 
But perhaps it was time for 
the democratic candidate to take no­ 
tice of the drive which the Taft bat­ 
talion of the republican party is con­ 
ducting in a half-hearted halting way. 
Mr. Taft and the other pro-League re­ 
publicans are hard put to it to justify 
their 
presence 
in 
the 
republican 
ranks, and the only way in which they 
can explain their course at all is by 
the employment of casuistry of a most 
indee, they must be in view of the im- 
manumental 
sort 
and 
upon 
an 
unprecedented scale. Their efforts in 
this direction are rather ludicrous, as 
indeed, they must be in view of the 
possible character of the thing which 
they 
undertake 
to 
prove— namely, 
that the real way to secure this coun­ 
try’s entrance into the League is to 
support Harding,

anti-Leaguer, 
the candidate of Johnson and Borah, 
instead of Cox who is for the League 
and who says in plain language that 
he is for it.

Benton Harbor, Mich., Sept. 23.— 
Investigation shows 
that 
fruit 
worth more than one-half 
million 
dollars is permitted to rot in 
this 
great, fruit producing district, with 
Chicago but four hours distant, and 
begging for fruir. 
Various reasons are 
given, 
the 
chief being lack of transportation. 
It is charged also that the commis­ 
sion houses are “welching” through 
“jokers” in their contracts. 
These 
commission men buy the product of 
an entire orchard in 
the 
spring 
when it is in bud and the confract 
forbids the grower to sell or give 
away any of the fruit. 
This may 
explain why peaches, 
extra 
fine 
peaches this year, are 
selling at 
$2.50 and $3.50 a bushel in tile Chi­ 
cago market, while here. they may 
be bought for 75 cents to $1.25 
a 
bushel.

the middle of the night, an alarm 
was raised which caused a stam­ 
pede to more remote fields, where 
refuge was taken under hedges and

dawn, when a reconnoitering party 
found tilings quiet in Balbriggan, 
and all of them gradually returned 
to their homes.
